is not necessary. At least, it is mani- 
fest that the existing rate of duty on 
pig iron is preposterous. 


Tho claim has repeatedly been made 


that to tho potent influence of protection 
ia duo the fact that many American 
manufactures, iron and steel products 
among tho rest, successfully compete ia 
foreign markets under conditions of ab 
solute free trade. Admittingj for the 
sake of argument, that the tariff fetich, 
and not the sit peri or capacity, industry, 
energy and skill of American labor, has 
canned this result, it is aa clear as day 
light that no further "protection" ia 
needed for products \vhich can bo sole 
at the very doors of European manu 
factnrers. Products which need no 
"protection" abroad certainly have no 
need for it at home.—Philadelphia Hoc 
ord.
